Tax news conveyed in our 
telegram, published by “extra” yestorday 
and reprinted this morning, of a bill to 
amend the much debated Education Acts 
of 1902-03 will not come as a surprise to 
those who have beea following the trend of 
events in Britain during the last three 
years, In that period the 

_ jealousies which have ulways been associated 


sectarian 


in England with the discussion of the 
education question have become more acute, 
The grumbling and disvatisfaction. which 
oceusionally fouid expression under the old 
regime developed inte open hostility when 
the Edueation Act was passed. Heated 
argument and acrimonious debate became 
the ordor of the day.’ The toleration 
towards which the spirit of the age was 
tending was checked, and rampant bigotry 
and intolerance once more stalked the land. 
Admittedly, the state of education in 
England before the passing of these Acts 
was most unsatisfactory. Compared with 
those in other advanced countries—even 
that in Scotland itself—-the system in 
England was very much behind the times, 
‘in fact, there was no system worthy of the 
name, The Education Act of 1870 bad 
proved a failure. The people apparently dis-' 
trusted the school boards, and, influenced

Tt introduced a eyatein whore none existed, 
Ti co-ordinated both elementary and higher 
education, and it placed, all ‘the schools 
under one authority. Of course the Noncon- 
fortnists did not like the Act. But noither 
did the parish priests, ‘The Nonconformists 
felt they bad a grievance In ‘having, 94 
ratepayers, to contribute to the teaching in 
schools other than their own of dogmas 10 
which they objected, forgetting that the 
coat of the secular education in their own 
schools which they previously lind to pry 
was now thrown on the community, and 
forgetting. that they had gained .very 
materially by the introduction of the, 
system. On the ‘other band the 
parish priest. and his school managers. were 
shorn of many of their old privileges, 
and the Roman Catholica bad also to come

previously free. “Broadly spewking, the Act. 
introduced a batter system of secular cuca. 
tion, but it offended the susceptibilities of 
Nonconformists and was responuible for the 
appearance of the Passive Resisters, a.boly 
whose actions were nover free from bathos 
aud who were distinguished, for that intuler- 
ance of which they themselves complained. 
Uduoubtedly it, was the opposition to the 
Education Act, fomented by denominational 
prejudices, that, coulributed to the defeat 
of the party ‘now in opposition, and although 
the ‘ngitation may bave been inspirad by 
unworthy motives, 10 pane will regret the 
notion of the present Government in seck- 
ing to amend the Education Acts of 1902-8 
if it result in putting an end to the wordy 
warfare which has been waged in the name 
uf religious freedom during the last four 
years. Without a knowledge of the text 
of the Bill just- introduced by Mr. A.

RUBBER EXHIBITION.

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STRAITS CURRENCY CHANGE. 


AMERICAN CRITICISM. 

Tho Manitu Times publishes o letter from 
Dr. Kommorot, an American currency export, 
on dollar fixity. in tho Straita Settlements. 
‘The letter is duted singapore, 4d March, and is 
addressed to Governor Ive of the Philippines :— 

“My two weeks’ stuy in the Straits Sattle- 

ments is now nearly over and knowing tho 
interest you have taken for some timo ia the 
traits currency reform [take pleasure iu 
giving you tho following: brief statement of the 
situation as, I have found it: 

Aa you know, tho plan niopted by (he 
Straits Goveroment on the recommendation 
of tho Sir David Barbour Commission was ‘in 
ail its. eagontialy the ‘Indian plan. ‘The 
government did not declare in .ady nee, 
as dit tho. governments of Indiv nd 
Mexico, to what gold par it iutend.. to 
raise the dollar, although it is now 
that the popular idea sas correct tl ' it 
waa the original: inlention to fix the god at 
two shillings or thereabout if possible, 

"Phe now Straits dollar, aa you doubtless know, 
ia the snma woight aud Gueness as the Philippine 
““poso.” ‘The supply of new dollars coined, be- 
ingr limited to recoinage, and the importation of- 
Mexican ond British dollars, being prohibited, 
the money supply was absolutely fixed. As the 
demand for money increased, thorofors, by 
reason of the normal inoresso of trad», and move 
particularly by-reason of the-heavy speculation 
in exchange which soon arose, the valuo of the 
dollar advanced. 

"Pho contemporaneous, advanes iu silver made 
it evident to bankers and-apsentutors that the 
Governmont would be compelled to fix the 
slorling par of the dollar considerably above the 
two shilling rate originally oxpected, in ordor to 
sava the dollar from the walting pot. This certain 
advance in the value of the dollar noturally gave 
rieo tos great nmouut of speculation for a ris 
in oxcbnnge. Allctsaros of prople began to deal 
in forward erchanga spaculation on margins 
to a considerable oxtont displaced legitimate 
business, and one concern, the Nethorlands 
Trading Sooiety, undortook a: dofinite and 
carefully plinned scheme of exchange manipu!a- 
tion with the idea of cornering tho exchange 
market, which, while uot entirely sucoczsful, 
oausod tho most violent. fluctuations iu exchange 
during tho lost six months of 1905 aud January, 
1906, and is said to have yielded that institution 
a handsome profit, During the luttor part of 
January, 1906, about Chineso New Year, the 
situation became so strained that the Govern. 
ment was forded to declare its rate, and to offer 
dollars for sovervigns in order to avoid a savere 
orisis. ‘ 

On January 29th the Government declared 
its eterling par for the dollar to ba two shillings 
and four penor, aud offered to give dollars at 
that rate for sovereigns laid down in Singapore, 
or to temporarily, merely a# an emergency 
meesive, give dollars in Singapore for sterling 
telographic trausfers, to the highest bidders, it 
being understood that no bids would be con- 
sidered loss than two shillings, four pouce and 
theeo-sixtoonthe, “ the gold-import rate.” This 
measure relieved the situation, for it provided 
a means of obtaining dollars on demand and 
thua did away with the possibility of a ' corner 
in dollars.” 

The Government has so far only offered to 
give dollars for. sovereigns, as India did. in 
the case of the rupse when she clovod her 
mints to the free coinage of tilver in 1003, 
and thus marked tho possible upper limit to 
the appreciation of the dollar. It bas avt 
vet-offered to give sovereigns for dollars, and 
the Governor informs mo that it does not 
jutond ‘to do so until it bas accumulated’ 5 
substantial gold reserve by the counter pro- 
coss, Until the Government offers to give 
sovereigns for dollars the vuluo af the dollar 
js liable to’ continual fluctuations betworn 
its yalue as bullion and. the two sbilling four 
nence three-ritteonths -rate—a range of pose 
sible flutuation greatér than that of Hongkong 
axchauge during the entire year of 195. 

‘The public seem to be generally favourable 
to the Government's course in offering dollars 
for sovoreiyns at the two shilling four pence 
rato, but business has not yet adju-te1 itself to 
the now rate, and trado is at present very slaok:
